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Two  drug 
jars  are 
sold  for 
£1,660 

At  Sotheby's,  a  polychrome  • 
"cherub"  drug  jar,  dated  1723, 
was  sold  to  a  London  dealer 
for  a  record  figure  of  £980  on 
July  21.  The  price  reflected  the 
rarity  of  English  drug  jars  in 
polychrome. 

Height  7  in,  the  jar,  pictured 
on  the  right,  was  decorated 
in  iron-red,  blue  and  green, 
with  the  initials  "LP."  A  simi- 
lar jar  was  illustrated  in  col- 
our in  Agnes  Lothian's  article 
"Cherub  designs  on  English 
delft  apothecary  ware"  (C&D 
June  30,  1956  p  608). 

A  Lambeth  delft  drug  jar 
(far  right)  with  a  decorative 
fleur-de-lys  was  also  purchased 
by  a  London  dealer  for  £680. 
The  inscription  "S.E.  SVCCO 
MELI."  was  enclosed  in  a  wavy 
cartouche  with  a  central  fleur- 
de-lys  below,  florettes  with 
sprouting  foliage  on  either  side, 
the  whole  above  three  looped 
garlands  enclosing  the  initial 
letters  "I.G."  and  the  date 
1669. 

Several  dated  examples  of 
this  design  are  known.  One  was 
illustrated  in  the  C&D  October 
5,  1935,  from  the  collection  of 
Sir  St  Clair  Thomson,  labelled 
"C.  CICHORI  1675."  This 
specimen  is  now  in  the  museum 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Sur- 
geons, London.  Another,  label- 
led "O.  NARDINVM  (oil  of 
spikenard)"  with  the  date  1677 
and  the  initials  "IF,"  in  the 
London  Museum  was  repro- 
duced in  the  C&D  June  25, 
1938,  p  756. 

Barbiturates: 
new  inquiry 
into  misuse 

Social  aspects  of  the  misuse  of 
barbiturates  and  other  sedative 
drugs  are  to  be  considered  by 
a  subcommittee  of  the  Standing 
Advisory  Committee  on  Drugs 
of  Dependence.  The  subcom- 
mittee will  pay  special  attention 
to  intravenous  injection  of  bar- 
biturates by  addicts. 

Setting  up  of  the  subcom- 
mittee was  mentioned  during 
the  debate  on  the  Misuse  of 
Drugs  Bill  (see  p  98).

Nielsen  Index  takes 
note  of  growth  in 
chemist  multiples 

The  Nielsen  Drug  Index  is  now  being  based  on  a  revised 
sample  of  chemists,  and  changes  have  been  made  to  the 
definitions  of  categories.  No  direct  comparisons  have  therefore 
been  made  for  the  March-April  period  against  1969. 


A  multiple  is  now  defined  as 
a  group  of  ten  or  more  shops 
under  common  ownership 
(Boots  shops  are  excluded), 
while  the  independents  are 
single  retail  shops,  with  up  to 
eight  branches,  divided  accord- 
ing to  1966  turnover  into  large 
(£20,000  and  over)  and  small 
(under  £20,000). 

The  new  definitions  reflect 
the  trend  towards  larger  groups 
of  independents — Nielsen  have 
made  a  similar  change  in  re- 
spected grocery  outlets — and 
bring  the  index  into  line  with 
the  Board  of  Trade  categories. 

Using  the  new  sample  and 
new  definitions  gave  average 
weekly  turnover  of  all  chemists 
in  March- April  of  £6,196.000 
— about  61  per  cent  up  on  1969. 
Multiples  and  Co-operatives 
held  16  per  cent  of  this;  larger 
independents  54-6  per  cent,  and 
small  independents  29'4  per 
cent.  Dispensing  continued  at  a 
high  level  during  the  two 
months. 

Average  weekly  cash  sales  in 
pharmacies  during  the  period 
were:  large  independents  £355; 
multiples-Co-operatives  £355; 
small  independents  £132.  Aver- 
age weekly  NHS  receipts  per 


shop  were  £330,  £308  and  £168 
respectively  for  the  three 
groups. 

In  February,  independents 
dispensed  86"6  per  cent  of  NHS 
prescriptions,  averaging  1,574 
per  shop,  while  multiples  dis- 
pensed 1 34  per  cent  at  an 
average  of  1,834  per  shop.  For 
March,  the  figures  were :  in- 
dependents 86'5  per  cent  (1,657 
per  shop),  multiples  13  5  per 
cent  (1,948  per  shop). 

The  proportion  of  turnover 
represented  by  NHS  prescrip- 
tions in  March-April  was  42  per 
cent  for  multiples,  47' 1  per  cent 
for  large  independents,  and 
49"6  per  cent  for  small  inde- 
pendents. 

Chemist  jailed 
for  12  months 

Mr  Frank  Sheridan,  a  pharma- 
cist, of  Hillside  Gardens.  High- 
gate,  London  N  6.  who  was 
said  to  have  also  practised  as 
a  psychotherapist  and  hypno- 
therapist, was  jailed  for  12 
months  at  the  Old  Bailey,  last 
week,  after  pleading  guilty  to 
conspiring  to  supply  tablets 
knowing  they  were  intended 
to   be    unlawfully   used  with 


intent  to  procure  a  miscarriage. 

A  hospital  nursing  sister, 
Mrs  Jennifer  Emlyn  Hunting, 
of  Kensington  Gore.  London 
SW  7.  who  performed  the  abor- 
tion operation  in  a  private 
house  on  a  19-year-old  girl, 
was  jailed  for  18  months. 

She  pleaded  guilty  to  unlaw- 
fully using  a  syringe  with  in- 
tent to  procure  the  miscarriage. 

Mrs  Mai  Tomalin,  at  whose 
address  in  Lexham  Gardens, 
Kensington,  London  W  8,  the 
operation  was  performed,  was 
given  a  12-month  prison  sen- 
tence suspended  for  three  years 
after  pleading  guilty  to  con- 
spiring to  supply  tablets,  and 
a  27-year-old  telephone  super- 
visor, Fiona  Maclntyre  of 
Hoodcote  Gardens.  Winchmore 
Hill.  London  N  21.  was  con- 
ditionally discharged  for  one 
year  after  pleading  guilty  to 
aiding  and  abetting  Mrs  Hunt- 
ing. 

Third  time 
lucky 

Seven-year  old  Belinda-Jane 
Anderson  from  Helensburgh, 
Scotland  was  crowned  "Miss 
Pears"  1970  on  Tuesday,  carry- 
ing off  the  title  and  a  cheque 
for  £500,  from  a  total  of  87.000 
contenders,  in  what  was  her 
third  attempt. 

The  crowning  ceremony  was 
performed  by  portrait  painter, 
Alex  C.  Koolman,  who  has 
spent  most  of  his  life  painting 
women  and  children  and  he  has 
been  commissioned  by  A.  &  F.

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Redundant 
after 
48  years 

A  Portsmouth  chemist's  dis- 
penser, Mr  H.  B.  Greeman, 
who  had  worked  for  a  local 
firm  for  48  years  until  the 
partnership  controlling  the 
business  broke  up,  was  success- 
ful in  his  application  for  re- 
dundancy pay  before  an  in- 
dustrial tribunal  on  July  14. 

The  partners  in  the  business, 
in  Tangier  Road,  Copnor, 
Portsmouth — originally  owned 
by  the  late  Mr  C.  C.  King- 
were  stated  to  be  Mr  V.  F.  G. 
Stock  and  Mr  G.  W.  Tench. 

In  evidence,  Mr  Stock  said 
his  partnership  with  Mr  Tench 
ended  on  March  31  and  each  of 
them  had  taken  charge  of  one 
of  the  two  shops  concerned. 

After  the  end  of  the  partner- 
ship, he  said,  it  became  too  ex- 
pensive to  employ  Mr  Gree- 
man, whereas  before,  the  ex- 
pense could  be  absorbed  by 
both  shops.  Consequently,  Mr 
Greeman  was  asked  to  leave 
because  he  could  be  replaced 
by  cheaper  labour. 

Mr  Tench  told  the  tribunal 
that  there  had  been  some  ten- 
sion between  Mr  Greeman  and 
Mr  Stock,  since  the  latter  had 
come  into  the  firm  as  a  partner 
from  outside  when  Mr  King 
died.  Mr  Greeman  had  been 
hoping  for  the  position. 

The  tribunal  chairman  said 
the  onus  was  on  the  respondent 
to  satisfy  the  tribunal  that  the 
reason  for  the  dismissal  was 
not  one  of  redundancy.  "We 
have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  Mr  Greeman  is  entitled  to 
redundancy  pay." 

Blow  to  rpm 
in  France 

Retail  price  maintenance  has 
been  crippled  in  the  French 
courts,  after  a  three-year  battle 
between  a  manufacturer  and  a 
supermarket  chain. 

The  makers  of  Nivea  had 
sued  the  Carrefour  chain  for 
unfair  trade  practices,  charging 
that  the  chain's  33  per  cent 
discount  meant  selling  Nivea 
products  at  a  loss  of  7  per 
cent  and  constituted  an  attempt 
to  destroy  other  retailers. 

First  the  Paris  commercial 
court  upheld  Nivea.  Then  the 
Appeals  Court  reversed  the 
decision.  A  Government  decree 
now  sets  new  rules  for  "dis- 
count" sales.  The  minimum 
price  must  not  be  less  than  that 
invoiced  by  the  manufacturer 
— with  one  more  loophole — ■ 
excluding  any  additional  re- 
bates given  each  month  or  year.

Drugs  Bill  through 
its  second  reading 

The  Misuse  of  Drugs  Bill  was  given  an  unopposed  second 
reading  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  16,  following  a 
five-hour  debate  marked  by  five  maiden  speeches. 
The  Bill  is  substantially  that 


which  fell  in  the  last  Parlia- 
ment with  the  calling  of  the 
General  Election,  and  has  the 
support  of  both  sides  of  the 
House. 

It  would  bring  together  pro- 
visions of  the  present  Drugs 
(Prevention  of  Misuse)  Act, 
1964,  and  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  1965  and  1967, 
creating  three  "classes"  of  con- 
trolled drugs  distinguished  by 
their  "relative  harmfulness." 
The  Bill  also  sets  up  advisory 
machinery  to  keep  the  misuse 
of  drugs  under  review. 

During  the  debate  the  Home 
Secretary,  Mr  R.  Maudling,  re- 
ported that  the  president  of 
the  General  Medical  Council 
had  offered  to  discuss  with  the 
Government  the  role  of  the 
Council  in  enforcing  discipline 
within  the  medical  profession. 
Mr  Maudling  said  the  prob- 
lems of  over-prescribing  were 
important,  and  the  amounts 
involved  serious,  but  "the  issues 
involved  in  restricting  prescrib- 
ing by  doctors  are  themselves 
very  serious  ones." 

The  problem  of  barbiturates 
is  to  be  left  until  the  Gov- 
ernment has  received  advice 
from  a  subcommittee  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Drug 


Dependence  under  Sir  Edward 
Wayne.  The  committee  is  not 
expected  to  report  until  after 
the  start  of  the  Bill's  committee 
stage  in  the  next  session,  how- 
ever. 

Dr  Tom  Stuttaford  said  that 
barbiturate  over  -  prescription 
occurred  constantly.  Rather 
than  go  into  the  problem  of 
insomnia,  doctors  gave  100 
Sodium  Amytal  gr  3  so  that 
the  patient  did  not  come  back 
for  a  month.  "This  is  the  sort 
of  over-prescription  we  must 
get  rid  of." 

Mr  Eric  Ogden  said  that  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  gave 
its  support  to  the  Bill.

No  safety 
inquiry 

Mrs  Shirley  Williams  asked 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  in 
the  Commons  last  week 
whether  he  would  set  up  a 
public  inquiry  into  the  use  of 
organo  -  phosphorus  com- 
pounds in  agriculture  in  view 
of  recent  cases  of  destruction 
of  animal  life.

Mr  T.  Iremonger  asked  the 
Prime  Minister  if  he  would 
co-ordinate  the  work  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and 
Science  with  that  of  the  Home 
Office  and  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  on  the  misuse 
of  drugs. 

The  Prime  Minister  replied: 
"This  is  being  done." 

Petition  against 
pharmacy  closure 

More  than  700  residents  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  National  Co- 
operative's pharmacy  at  Long 
Elms,  Harrow  Weald,  Middle- 
sex, have  signed  a  petition 
against  a  decision  by  the  com- 
pany to  close  down  on  August 
1  because  of  "economic  pres- 
sures and  increased  rents  by  the 
Greater  London  Council." 
The  manager  of  the  pharmacy 
(Mr  R.  Hutchinson)  suggests 
that  the  London  Co-operative 
Society  who  rent  the  premises 
from  the  G.L.C.  should  take 
over  and  run  the  pharmacy 
themselves.

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Product  licensing 
date:  Minister  is

Mr  A.  Eadie  asked  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Scotland  what 
was  the  estimated  current

Charges  recovered 
from  patients  who  incorrectly 
obtained  exemptions  amounted 
to  £341  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1970. 

Mr  J.  Pardoe  asked  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  if  he 
would  take  steps  to  prohibit 
all  imports  to  which  pest  con- 
trol chemicals  had  been  applied 
which  are  not  allowed  to  be 
used  in  the  UK. 

Mr  J.  Stodart.  Parliamentary 
Secretary,  replied :  "No.  The 
consumer  of  imported  foods  is 
safeguarded  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  and  the  Imported  Food 
Regulations,  1968." 

In  the  House  of  Lords 
Baroness  Wootton  of  Abinger 
asked  the  Government  how 
many  persons  were  convicted 
in  1969  of  offences  under  the 
Drugs  (Prevention  of  Misuse) 
Act  1964,  and  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  1965;  of  these  how 
many  were  in  the  15-20  age 
group  and  how  many  were  con- 
victed of  offences  involving 
cannabis;  and  how  many  of  the 
cannabis  offenders  were  in  the 
15-20  age  group. 

Lord  Windelsham,  Home 
Office  Minister  of  State,  re- 
plied :  "6,595  persons  were  con- 
victed in  the  UK  in  1969  under 
the  Drugs  (Prevention  of  Mis- 
use) Act  1964  or  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  1965  and  1967;  of 
these  3,194  were  aged  15  and 
under  21  years.  The  figures  in- 
clude 4,705  persons  convicted 
of  offences  involving  cannabis 
of  whom  1.833  were  aged  15 
and  under  21  years."

Surgery  and 
the  'pill' 
reviewed 

The  risk  of  post-operative 
thromboembolism  is  increased 
threefold  to  fourfold  by  the  use 
of  oral  contraceptives,  a  retro- 
spective study  by  workers  at 
Oxford  Radcliffe  Infirmary  has 
shown.  (Brit.med.) .,  July  18). 

Of  30  patients  with  thrombo- 
embolism after  operation,  12 
had  been  using  oral  contracep- 
tives, while  only  nine  of  60 
matched  controls  had  been 
doing  so.  There  was  evidence 
that  products  with  higher 
oestrogen  content  were  the 
more  hazardous. 

The  authors  question  whether 
oral  contraceptives  should  be 
discontinued  for  a  while  before 
patients  undergo  elective  surgi- 
cal procedures  and  state  their 
finding  that  the  increased  risk 
of  thromboembolism  was  un- 
detectable by  four  weeks  after 
stopping  medication.  This  is 
consistent  with  studies  on  the 
effects  of  oral  contraceptives  on 
blood  clotting. 

PT-f  ree  sales  to 
overseas  tourists 

Two  forms  and  a  revised  pub- 
lic notice  designed  to  reduce 
the  financial  risk  and  counter 
work  when  retailers  make  tax- 
free  sales  to  tourists  from  over- 
seas were  introduced  on  July  1. 

By  the  use  of  the  new  forms 
the  details  that  have  to  be 
completed  by  a  retailer  at  the 
time  of  a  tax-free  sale  amount 
to  little  more  than  when 
accepting  a  personal  order  on 
credit. 

The  new  forms  are : 
O  A  completely  revised  Form 
P40  for  use  in  the  Personal 
Export  scheme  under  which 
goods  are  sent  from  the  shop 
direct  to  the  exporting  ship  or 
aircraft;  and 

□  a  special  Form  PT40TC 
for  use  in  the  over-the-counter 
scheme  under  which  tourists 
may  take  delivery  of  the  goods 
in  the  shop  provided  that  they 
undertake  to  produce  the  goods 
personally     to    Customs  for

Use  of  the  new  forms  is  ex- 
plained in  a  revised  edition  of 
Notice  No.  77X  (Purchase 
Tax  —  Retail  Export  Schemes) 
which  is  now  being  distributed. 

The  revised  Notice  No.  77X 
also  clears  up  two  points  about 
the  over-the-counter  scheme 
where  there  has  been  uncer- 
tainty in  the  past.  Paragraph  4 
explains  in  detail  how  the 
the  scheme  can  be  operated 
entirely  without  risk  to  the 
retailer  and  paragraph  27  em- 
phasises that  sales  "over-the- 
counter"  should  be  restricted 
to  articles  that  can  be  carried 
on  the  person  or  in  luggage 
normally  carried  by  hand  by 
a  passenger.

Pharmacy  dispute 
in  France 

French  pharmacists  have  voted 
by  an  82-per-cent  majority  to 
reject  an  increase  to  5  per  cent 
of  their  prescription  income 
(from  2\  per  cent),  in  the  re- 
bate which  they  make  to  the 
national  security  office. 

Besides  the  bigger  rebate, 
officials  also  sought  more  price 
competition  and  lower  costs  to 
consumers  and  the  national 
health  scheme,  plus  the  creation 
of  State-owned  pharmacies.  The 
pharmacists  found  these  propo- 
sals "utterly  rapacious." 

An  agreement  signed  in  Feb- 
bruary  1968  was  broken,  as 
directors  of  the  state  fund  had 
warned  for  several  months. 

In  consequence  of  the  rup- 
ture, proprietors  of  pharmacies 
will  not  remit  the  2-5  per  cent 
rebate;  they  will  not  put  their 
stamp  on  medical  prescriptions 
and  the  authorities  expect  to 
lose  80  million  francs. 

In  several  regions  such  as 
Le  Havre,  pharmacists  have 
threatened  total  strikes,  includ- 
ing interruption  of  emergency 
prescription  services. 
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US  terms  for 
CIBA-Geigy  merger 

The  US  Department  of  Justice's  condi- 
tions for  the  CIBA-Geigy  merger  (last 
week  p  72)  foresee  initially  that  CIBA- 
Geigy  should  form  a  new  corporation  in 
the  US  to  take  over  CIBA's  dyestuffs  and 
detergent  optical  brightening  agent  busi- 
ness. This  new  company  would  then  have 
to  be  sold  within  two  years. 

Furthermore,  Geigy  will  have  to  sell 
to  a  single  purchaser  all  patents  for  phar- 
maceutical products  and  certain  trade- 
marks, as  well  as  its  interests  in  materials 
and  information  supplied  to  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration. 

CIBA-Geigy  would  also  have  to  supply 
to  the  purchaser  necessary  active  ingre- 
dients for  the  pharmaceuticals  concerned 
for  a  period  of  five  years.  CIBA.  for  its 
part,  would  have  to  grant  to  an  eligible 
purchaser  agro-chemical  patents  and 
"know-how",  as  well  as  access  to  FDA 
filings. 

The  boards  of  both  companies  feel  that 
the  resultant  severe  disadvantages  are  out- 
weighed by  the  worldwide  benefits  of  the 
CIBA-Geigy  merger. 

At  the  same  time,  Dr  Robert  Kaeppeli, 
president  of  CIBA.  has  been  nominated 
president  of  the  new  CIBA-Geigy  ""for  an 
interim"  period.  Board  delegate  and  a 
vice-president  will  be  Dr  Louis  von 
Planta,  currently  president  of  Geigy.  Pro- 
fessor Max  Staehelin,  of  CIBA.  will  also 
be  a  vice-president. 

Cussons'  profits  fall 

The  group  pre-tax  profit  of  Cussons 
Group  Ltd  fell  from  £795.443  to  £629,621 
for  the  year  ended  March  29.  Net  profit 
was  down  at  £343,907  (from  £439,425) 
but  dividend  is  maintained  at  6-8d.  per 
2s.  share. 

The  directors  state  that,  given  reason- 
able conditions,  it  is  expected  there  will 
be  a  "significant  improvement"  in  profits 
for  the   current  year. 

Boots  may  change  name 

Boots  Pure  Drug  Co  Ltd  may  change 
their  name  to  the  Boots  Company,  said 
chairman  Mr  W.  R.  Norman  at  the  com- 
pany's annual  meeting  on  July  16. 

Mr  Norman  gave  as  the  reason  their 
growing  overseas  business.  The  name 
Boots  Pure  Drug  Co  dated  from  1888 
"when  all  drugs  were  not  pure.  The  whole 
image  is  perhaps  old  fashioned  now." 

The  new  name  would  also  be  an 
umbrella  for  all  forms  of  diversification 
which  the  company  might  want  to  under- 
take in  the  future.  On  progress  of  retail 


sales  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  current 
year  (April-June)  Mr  Norman  said  they 
showed  an  increase  of  9  2  per  cent,  "which 
is  fractionally  ahead  of  our  target." 
Wholesale  sales,  home  and  export,  were 
going  well  and  there  was  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  profit  was  not  also  on  target. 
"Bombshells  apart  we  should  have  a  good 
year,"  he  added.

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Professional  collaboration 

Dr  I.  M.  Jones  (a  member  of  council  of  the  British  Medical  Association) 
reminded  the  representatives  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  BMA  that  the 
Health  Service  was  based  on  collaboration  between  a  number  of  professions. 
The  statement  is  one  of  importance.  It  was  made  during  discussion  of  resolu- 
tions put  forward  with  the  objective  of  making  compulsory  on  the  pharmacist 
the  named  labelling  of  all  dispensed  products. 

His  observation  was  pertinent  in  view  of  the  tone  of  one  or  two  of  the 
resolutions  which  seemed  to  me  to  regard  collaboration  as  a  one-sided 
exercise.  The  subject  of  NP  has  been  before  us  so  long  now  that  I  am  a  little 
vague  as  to  the  present  position.  I  have,  personally,  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  is  more  to  be  said  for  than  against  it,  and  I  have  agreed  with  the 
doctors  in  my  area  to  name  dispensed  medicines,  but  that  is  a  local  example 
of  co-operation.  And  I  am  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  NP  should  not  be 
used  as  a  lever  in  anything  else. 

It  might,  perhaps,  be  illuminating  to  look  at  the  resolutions  passed  at  the 
medical  meeting.  "In  view  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  circulation  of  new 
pharmaceutical  products,  the  BMA  insist  on  the  compulsory  labelling  of  all 
containers."  That  is  not  particularly  conciliatory  in  tone.  Another  motion 
wanted  pressure  brought  to  bear  on  the  Minister  to  have  the  letters  NP  printed 
on  all  prescription  forms.  Dr  G.  W.  A.  Riddle  (Gateshead)  wisely  said  that 
to  press  the  Minister  would  in  no  way  settle  the  differences  between  the  two 
professions  at  the  present  time  and  that  to  go  to  the  Minister  without  consult- 
ing their  colleagues  in  another  profession  would  only  exacerbate  the  diffi- 
culties. 

Meantime,  there  is  a  simple  means  of  achieving  what  is  desired  by  those  who 
are  anxious  to  have  the  drugs  labelled.  All  that  is  required  is  to  append  the 
two  letters  NP  when  writing  the  prescription. 

Omissions 

Another  resolution  which  seemed  to  take  a  good  deal  for  granted  was  to  the 
effect  that  it  would  be  of  great  help  in  an  emergency  if  chemists  would  agree  to 
add  to  the  name  of  the  tablets  the  number  dispensed  and  the  date  of  dispens- 
ing, and  that  that  provision  would  be  implicit  if  "NP"  was  written  on  the 
prescription.  The  motion  was  successful.  But  there  are  many  ways  in  which 
the  doctor  could  smooth  the  path  of  the  pharmacist  which  would  not  require 
the  passing  of  resolutions. 

They  seem  so  elementary  as  to  be  scarcely  worth  mentioning,  were  it  not 
that  they  crop  up  with  irritating  frequency.  I  refer  to  the  prescriber's  omission 
of  the  strength  of  tablet  or  capsule  required;  to  the  absence  of  any  mention 
of  the  quantity  to  be  supplied,  and  to  the  habit  of  omitting  directions. 
There  are  legal  requirements  as  to  the  dosage  of  prescriptions  in  the  Fourth 
Schedule,  and  if  pharmacists  were  to  insist  that  incomplete  prescriptions  be 
returned  to  the  doctor  for  completion  before  dispensing,  the  service  would 
break  down.  Collaboration  and  co-operation  should  be  urgently  sought,  and 
efforts  made  to  remind  doctors  of  the  legal  obligations. 

Upsurge  of  prices 

I  have  been  astonished  by  the  number  of  price  increases  in  the  last  three  or 
four  weeks.  There  is  scarcely  a  mail  which  does  not  bring  intimation  of  rising 
prices,  brought  about  by  rising  costs,  and  the  acceleration  to  which  we  have 
been  subjected  suggests  that  the  cumulative  price  supplement  will  rival  in  size 
the  quarterly  price  list  by  the  time  another  is  due.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  account  for 
the  sudden  upsurge  at  a  time  when  we  might  have  expected  to  find  some 
stabilisation  of  prices.  Can  your  readers  throw  any  light  on  this  knotty  and 
unwelcome  problem?

Controlling  footborne  contamination  in  sterile  areas 

Footborne  contamination  at  the  entrance  to  clean  areas  can  be  arrested  by  the  use 
of  Permacel  contamination  control  unit.

Only  dressings  that  have  been  sealed  and 
sterilised  at  the  point  of  manufacture  are 
now  in  use  in  the  wards  of  those  Scottish 
hospitals  controlled  by  the  South-eastern 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  trial 
scheme,  due  to  run  for  three  years,  has 
aroused  the  interest  of  other  hospital 
boards  throughout  Britain  as  well  as  nurs- 
ing authorities  in  the  US. 

Formerly,  supplies  were  bulk-packed  in 
drums — later  to  be  replaced  by  cardboard 
boxes — and  taken  to  the  wards  as  needed. 
As  the  central  sterilising  concept  gained 
momentum  throughout  the  country,  a 
number  of  hospitals  attempted  to  over- 
come the  problem  by  establishing  small 
hospital  central  sterilising  departments. 
But  these  small  units  proved  to  be  ex- 
pensive in  staff  and  equipment  and  did 
little  to  rationalise  the  many  items  of 
medical  materials  in  use  in  hospitals.  The 
larger  area  or  regional  central  sterile 
supply  department  was  considered  the 
likely  solution  to  both  the  bacteriological 
and  economic  problems  of  medical  supply. 

Within  the  South-eastern  region  one 
such  unit  had  been  built  by  1965  and  one 
larger  one  was  planned,  when  the  Board 
formed  a  working  party  to  consider  the 
rationalisation  of  supplies  through  stan- 
dardised composite  procedure  packs. 

Concurrently  with  this  development  on 
a  regional  scale,  a  number  of  hospital 
sterilising  units  within  the  region  were 
already  independently  devising  composite 
packs  for  various  procedures. 

The  vast  majority  of  materials  included 
in  the  lists  of  contents  of  the  packs  was 
already  available  in  a  disposable  form 
and  in  actual  use  in  hospitals.  The  work- 
ing party  felt  that,  if  the  manufacturers 
of  the  materials  could  package  the  items 
for  each  pack  as  specified  by  the  working 
party  in  a  form  acceptable  to  the  hospitals, 
the  object  of  standardising  the  composite 
procedure  pack  throughout  the  region 
would  have  been  achieved  without  the 
need  for  building  a  central  sterile  supply 
department  at  all. 

Subsequent  discussions  took  place  with 
several  companies  and  after  the  Board  had 
accepted  the  working  party's  report  ten- 
ders were  invited  from  manufacturers 
interested  in  the  supply  of  the  accepted 
procedure  packs  for  a  period  of  three 
years.  Johnson  &  Johnson  Ltd  and  Smith 
&  Nephew-Southalls  Ltd.  made  a  joint 
submission,  which  was  accepted  by  the 
board.  It  runs  for  a  period  of  three  years 
with  the  option  to  the  board  of  extending 
the  contract  for  a  fourth  year. 

There  are  15  disposable  procedure 
packs  in  the  range  developed  by  the  Board. 

Each  pack  of  components  includes  a 
disposable  tray  which  serves  as  a  primary 
sterile  working  area  and  is  opened  by 
means  of  a  peeler  strip.  Simple  pack  dis- 
pensers— replenished  as  necessary — are  in- 
stalled in  the  wards. 

The  annual  cost  of  delivering  15  types 
of  the  disposable  packs  will  be  £200,000, 
which  is  claimed  to  be  less  than  would 
be  involved  in  the  running  of  a  series 
of  central  sterile  supply  departments  by 
the  hospitals  concerned.  The  Board  is 
expected  to  save  £i  million  in  capital 
spending  by  not  having  to  provide 
another  central  sterilising  department.

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exclusive  supply  agreements 

Uter  more  than  a  year-and-a-half  investigating  the  opera- 
ion  of  exclusive  supply  agreements,  the  Monopolies  Com- 
nission  has  concluded  that  "the  evidence  does  not  sug- 
est  the  existence  of  mischief  on  a  scale  which  would 
ustify  our  recommending  drastic  remedies." 

However,  the  Commission  has  suggested  changes  in  the 
lesale  Prices  Act  (last  week  p  65)  to  make  it  more  diffi- 
ult  for  a  supplier  to  refuse  supplies  for  the  purpose  of 
nfluencing  resale  prices,  because  of  a  threatened  boycott 
y  existing  outlets,  or  in  conditions  which  are  not  reason- 
bly  competitive.  It  also  recommends  that  watch  should 
>e  kept  on  distributors  and  their  associations  exerting  col- 
ective  pressure  on  suppliers  in  their  choice  of  distribution 
:hannels — the  facts  being  put  before  the  Registrar  of  Res- 
rictive  Trading  Agreements  where  necessary. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Commission  finds  certain  res- 
rictions  on  supply  "acceptable"  under  competitive  condi- 
ions.  These  are  defined  as  where: 

U  Demand  exceeds  supply,  and  being  unwilling  to  raise 
trices,  a  supplier  selects  his  customers  or  imposes  some 
cind  of  rationing. 

□  A  supplier  estimates  that  to  add  to  the  number  of  out- 
ets  he  supplies  would  increase  his  distribution  costs  with- 
>ut  compensatory  advantages  to  him  in  terms  of  more 
iales  and  increased  profits. 

□  A  supplier  estimates  that  he  does  better  by  catering  for 
i  limited  class  of  customer  who  will  pay  for  exclusiveness 
ather  than  by  extending  his  outlets  and  risking  the  loss 
)f  his  exclusive  trade. 

Z\  The  product  needs  technical  or  other  services,  such 
is  stockholding,  to  be  provided  by  distributors. 

Serving  the  public  interest 

rhe  last  three  of  these  conditions  are  applicable  to 
nany  goods  sold  in  pharmacies — the  less  popular  pro- 
prietary medicines  and  the  high-class  toiletries,  to  name 
he  more  obvious.  Recognition  by  the  Commission  that 
he  public  interest  is  not  always  served  by  extending  dis- 
ribution  willy-nilly  is  confirmation  of  the  conclusions 
"eached  by  the  Restrictive  Practices  Court  in  the  case  of 
price  maintenance  on  medicines. 

More  than  half  the  report  is  taken  up  with  summaries 
)f  evidence  received  from  interested  parties.  Not  surpris- 
ngly,  the  parties  do  indeed  promote  their  "interests,"  not 
east  pharmacy  and  grocery,  in  putting  forward  some 
>pposing  views  on  medicines  and  toiletries.  But  there  are 
some  notable  quotes  to  be  found. 

From  the  National  Association  of  Multiple  Grocers 
:omes  the  view  that  "a  supplier  must  be  allowed  to  decide 
vhether  particular  customers  can  properly  handle  his 
>oods  .  .  .  ."  The  Scottish  Grocers'  Federation  first  com- 
plains about  being  denied  milk  foods,  toiletries  and  medi- 
cines, yet  goes  on  to  say,  "exclusive  supply  agreements  do 
lot  cause  hardship  to  the  consumer  or,  to  any  extent,  to 
he  unselected  agents  as  competing,  unrestricted  lines  are 
tsually  available." 

The  Commission  has  refrained  from  comment  on  these 
specific  cases — significantly,  perhaps.  Significant  also  is  the 


fact  that  since  the  unfortunate  Chemists'  Federation  case, 
official  investigations  of  supply  restrictions  applicable 
within  pharmacy  —  including  also  the  Monopolies  Com- 
mission examination  of  infant  milk  foods  —  have  all 
shown  that  the  practice  was  not  operating  generally  against 
the  public  interest. 

A  valuable  tool 

As  the  task  of  making  profits  becomes  more  difficult  in 
the  distributive  industry,  any  helpful  aids  or  guidance  are 
welcome.  It  is,  however,  essential  that  the  aid  or  guidance 
is  sound,  based  on  experience  and  is  practical. 

Inapplicable  theory  is  too  frequently  offered,  especially 
by  so-called  "experts"  claiming  special  knowledge  of 
economics  or  marketing. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  text  books  on  the  subject  and  to 
the  collection  this  week  is  added  "From  Facts  to  Fortunes" 
(subtitle:  The  independent  shopkeeper's  guide  to  bigger 
profits).  It  is  the  third  publication  of  the  Distributive 
Trades  Economic  Development  Committee  in  their  "Talk- 
ing Shop"  series  ("Gold — in  your  hands"  was  the  first) 
designed  to  improve  the  efficiency  and  profitability  of  the 
small  shop.  Written  in  simple  language,  it  helps  the  lay- 
man to  understand  those  accounting  terms. 

The  text  is  based  on  a  fictitious  conversation  between  a 
Mr  Brown  who  has  just  taken  over  his  first  shop  and  aims 
to  make  a  big  success  of  it  and  Mr  Black  his  accountant. 

Typical  problems  and  questions  with  which  it  deals  are: 
Is  it  worth  keeping  a  shop  or  would  it  be  better  to  work 
for  someone  else?  What  are  the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages of  bulk-buying?  And  the  advantages  of  prompt 
payment  discounts. 

Three  ways  to  carry  out  a  spot  check  on  the  business's 
gross  profit  percentage  are  suggested.  The  second  of  these 
methods  (the  cost  price  method)  has  two  "big  disadvant- 
ages." says  the  book.  The  first,  not  relevant  to  pharmacists 
who  have  access  to  the  C&D  Quarterly  Price  List,  is  given 
as  the  need  to  search  old  invoices  to  find  out  the  cost  of 
stock.  The  second  is  that  the  method  tells  nothing  about 
what  stock  losses  may  be  taking  place. 

There  is  a  directness  about  the  approach  adopted  in  the 
book,  and  everybody  who  has  anything  to  do  with  counter 
sales  will  approve  the  chapter  heading  "How  to  spend  less 
time  book-keeping  and  more  time  shop  keeping" — especi- 
ally the  third  rule  of  good  book-keeping  which  is  given  as 
"Be  accurate — but  not  too  accurate." 

There  is,  of  course,  an  explanation  that  whilst  cash 
books  and  customer  records  must  always  be  100  per  cent 
accurate,  calculations  involving  "things  like  total  annual 
sales"  figures  to  the  nearest  £100  will  be  accurate  enough. 

Running  a  successful  business  is  not  merely  a  matter  of 
increasing  turnover.  It  involves  the  use  of  technical  skills 
and  ensuring  the  best  deployment  of  capital.  This  book 
should  be  read  by  all  who  are  in  the  distributive  industry 
and  re-read  at  a  later  date.

Time  is  short 

There  are  now  seven  months  to  go  to  D- 
Day,  February  15,  1971- — or  are  there? 
In  other  words,  how  much  effective  time 
has  the  businessman  left  to  prepare? 

First,  there  are  week-ends,  statutory  and 
staff  holidays  to  be  discounted.  Second, 
there  is  the  pre-Christmas  rush  when  it 
will  be  difficult  to  spare  time  for  staff 
training  or  the  changing  of  accounting 


procedures.  Third,  and  perhaps  most  im- 
portant, winter  sales  will  take  place  just 
prior  to  D-Day,  at  a  time  when  many 
retailers  who  have  not  prepared,  will 
make  a  last  minute  attempt  to  catch  up. 

Looked  at  in  this  light  it  would  seem 
that  four  months  is  a  more  realistic  period 
on  which  to  base  one's  planning  and  for 
many  this  just  will  not  be  long  enough.

Money  off  what? 

I  noticed  that  a  certain  brand  of  toilet 
rolls  sold  in  "Two-roll  packs"  by  a  grocer 
were  marked  by  the  manufacturer  with 
a  "2d  off"  coupon,  "your  next  purchase 
of  ...  .  see  pack  for  details".  A  portion 
of  the  pack  states  that  the  coupon  will 
save  2d  on  the  next  purchase,  etc,  etc. 
However,  the  identical  brand  of  toilet  rolls 
sold  by  a  nearby  pharmacist  did  not  carry 
the  "2d  off  coupon". 

Interested  in  this  bargain,  I  bought  a 
pack  from  the  grocer  and  then  went  to 
the  pharmacy,  bought  a  pack  and  asked 
that  the  pharmacist  (whom  I  have  known 
for  many  years)  to  be  good  enough  to 
compare  the  weights  of  the  two  packs. 

The  grocer's  two-roll  pack  weighed 
nearly  If  oz  less  than  that  sold  by  the 
pharmacy.  As  a  visitor  to  Britain  the 
above  struck  me  as  sharp  practice  by  the 
manufacturer.  It  would  appear  the  claim 
that  "This  coupon  will  save  you  2d  on 
your  next  purchase,"  etc,  etc,  cannot  be 
open  to  dispute,  but  since  the  saving  is 
advance  discounted  by  selling  short 
weight  toilet  rolls  with  a  coupon,  I  am 
left  wondering  how  many  housewives 
have  been  caught,  and  if  the  manufacturer 
is  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  Trade 
Descriptions  Act?  Au  Serieux

The  lease  of  my  premises  expires  in 
1974  and,  as  I  do  not  wish  to  work 
later  than  that  date  I  can  either  sell 
soon  or  close  down  in  four  years 
time.  Should  I  decide  on  the  latter 
{which  would  be  advantageous  to  a 
colleague  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away) 
can  the  losses  due  to  writing  off 
fixtures  and  fittings  and  the  sum 
originally  paid  for  goodwill  be 
charged  against  profits  for  the  final 
year  ? 

You  are  really  asking  two  questions,  one 
relating  to  fixtures  and  fittings  and  another 
about  goodwill.  To  the  extent  that  the 
fixtures  and  fittings  attract  capital  allowances 
you  can  write  off  any  loss  as  a  balancing 
allowance  in  the  last  year.  Goodwill  is  a 
capital  item  and  any  loss  is  a  capital  loss. 
Such  a  loss  cannot  be  set  against  business 
profits.  It  is,  however,  available  against  any 
capital  profits  chargeable  to  capital  gains  tax 
in  the  same  or  any  subsequent  year,  to  the 
extent  that  it  was  incurred  after  April  5, 1 965. 

/  am  proposing  to  buy  the  property  in 
which  my  pharmacy  is  situated.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  I  buy  this 
privately  with  my  wife.  What  do  you 
think  ? 

This  is  probably  advantageous  for  estate 
duty  purposes  provided  that  you  buy  as 
joint  tenants  and  not  as  tenants  in  common. 
If  you  do  the  latter  the  whole  property  will 
pass  to  your  wife  on  your  death  (or  vice 
versa)  and  duty  will  be  payable  accordingly. 
On  a  subsequent  death,  duty  would  be 
payable  on  the  whole  property  again.  If  you 
buy  as  joint  tenants,  you  can  leave  your  half 
interest  by  will.  Thus  only  half  would  pass 
on  a  death.  If  the  will  provided  for  a  life 
interest,  duty  would  be  payable  only  once 
on  the  passing  at  your  death  and  not  again 
on  the  death  of  your  wife.  Similar  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  in  her  will,  so  that  duty 
would  be  payable  once,  thus  reducing  the 
burden  considerably. 

/  am  having  an  argument  with  the 
Inspector  of  Taxes.  I  understand  that 
I  can  go  to  the  General  Commis- 
sioners to  settie  the  matter.  If  I  win, 
can  I  get  costs,  please  ? 

Costs  against  the  Revenue  cannot  be 
obtained  in  proceedings  before  the  Com- 
missioners. If  you  went  further  and  the  case 
went  to  the  High  Court,  you  could  obtain 
costs  if  you  won  there.

I 
ask  the  question  because  I  discover  that 
my  own  attitude  is  perhaps  firmer  to  those 
travellers  —  partly.  I  suspect,  because  I 
feel  that  the  rest  of  my  staff  are  watching 
to  see  the  effect  of  the  fluttering  eyelashes 
on  me,  and  that  although  I  know  I  am  an 
old  fool  I  should  hate  to  prove  it  by  a 
bad  buy  from  a  ravishing  rep! 

Before  the  militants  of  the  equal  rights 
for  women  attack  me,  let  me  assure  them 
that  I  am  a  supporter  of  their  claims,  and 
that  I  am  being  scrupulously  fair.  I  would 
also  refuse  to  buy  from  any  man  who 
fluttered  his  eyelashes  at  me. 

Short  run  distributors 

In  the  great  victory  in  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court,  one  of  the  important 
arguments  used  in  maintaining  the  price 
of  "ethicals"  was  the  reference  to  the 
short  run  distributor — that  is.  the  oper- 
ator who  selects  the  "ethicals"  with  the 
quick  turnover,  and  sells  only  these  at  cut- 
price.  It  was  argued  that  this  type  of 
operator  would  adversely  affect  the 
genuine  comprehensive  wholesaler,  who 
would  then  be  forced  to  restrict  the  neces- 
sary service  to  his  clients. 

A  good  solid  argument.  I  would  have 
thought.  I  was  amazed,  then,  to  learn  of 
the  NPU's  entry  into  surgical  dressings  at 
prices  lower  than  those  charged  by  our 
surgical  wholesaler,  for  a  small  number 
of  the  best  sellers.  What  is  to  happen  to 
the  genuine  wholesaler  in  this  field,  who 
supplies  not  only  cotton  wool  and  white 
lint,  but  portable  urinals,  feeding  cups, 
bed  pans,  many  tailed  bandages,  ribbon 
gauze,  and  a  whole  host  of  other  lines 
in  this  field,  in  his  comprehensive  stock. 
Is  he  to  be  left  to  supply  only  the  odd 
lines? 

How  will  he  fare  in  competition  with 
the  short  run  distributor?  Someone  in 
the  NPU  should  make  sure  that  the  organ- 
isation is  not  facing  two  ways.  I  am  cer- 
tainly glad  that  the  resale  price  main- 
tenance case  is  over  before  this  particular 
activity  of  the  NPU  could  be  quoted 
against  us. 

Inflation 

Mr  John  Partridge,  president  of  the  Con- 
federation of  British  Industry,  in  an  article 
in  the  Times  Business  Supplement  on  what 
the  CBI  will  say  to  the  new  Government, 
states:  "On  the  wages  side  there  are  still 
a  lot  of  people  expecting  something  and 
the  pressure  has  to  be  recognised." 


No-one,  I  think,  would  argue  with  this, 
but  has  the  Central  Contractors  Com- 
mittee realised  it?  Is  a  factor  inserted  in 
the  negotiations  for  a  forward  rise  of  at 
least  twenty  per  cent  on  assistants'  wages  ? 
Why  not  argue  that,  as  it  is  inevitable, 
we  should  be  allowed  to  insert  it  in  ad- 
vance, instead  of  paying  for  it  and  being 
reimbursed  some  three  years  later.  Per- 
haps, of  course,  they  have  already  done 
this.  If  they  have,  then  why  not  let  us 
know?  But  the  figure  of  £3,100  for  a  no- 
tional salary  would  not  seem  to  bear  it 
out.  If  this  is  a  realistic  salary,  then  I 
am  Chairman  Mao,  but  my  thoughts  are 
quite  unprintable. 

Cost  effectiveness 

One  of  the  Editor's  many  correspondents 
made  the  case,  in  relation  to  the  Society's 
fees,  that  although  some  comparable  so- 
cieties have  fees  in  the  same  order  as 
ours,  our  professional  earnings  are  in  no 
way  comparable  to  those  of  the  members 
of  these  other  bodies. 

It  is.  of  course,  a  valid  point,  but 
hardly  fair  to  the  Society,  which  is  pre- 
cluded from  negotiating  professional  fees 
for  its  members.  The  real  issue  is  whether 
we  can  expect  increased  activity  from  the 
Society,  and  branch  representative  mo- 
tions would  seem  to  indicate  this,  without 
an  increase  in  fee. 

Instead  of  objecting  to  the  increased 
fee  as  such,  I  would  suggest  that  the  de- 
mand should  be  for  increased  militancy 
for  an  increased  fee,  and  by  militancy  I 
don't  mean  strike  action,  but  a  more 
aggresive  and  positive  attitude  to  those 
who  oppose  us,  be  it  the  medical  profes- 
sion or  government  departments. 

Sandwich  fillings 

I  noted  my  fellow  columnist  Xrayser's 
praise  for  the  sandwich  course  to  be  ini- 
tiated at  Bradford,  under  Professor  Row- 
son.  I  am  not  educationalist  and  would 
accept  the  comments  made.  Being,  how- 
ever, a  practical  practising  pharmacist,  it 
seems  to  me  that  there  are  certain  diffi- 
culties of  implementation.  Is  Bradford 
different  from  my  area?  Is  there  no  diffi- 
culty in  placing  students  in  general  prac- 
tice pharmacy  in  Bradford? 

I,  myself,  have  always  regretted  being 
unable  to  afford  financially  the  luxury  of 
training  a  student,  which  I  have  always 
thought  would  be  a  rewarding  task,  mould- 
ing a  young  student  into  a  responsible 
pharmacist.  At  salaries  of  approximately 
£1,000  per  annum,  however.  I  never  see 
myself  undertaking  this  responsibility,  a 
point  of  view  apparently  shared  by  my 
local  colleagues,  since  not  one  trains  a 
student. 

If  this  is  general  throughout  the  coun- 
try, how  does  Professor  Rowson  get  round 
this  situation?  Are  all  his  students  to  be 


placed  with  multiple  concerns  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  Bradford?  Is  this  a 
condition  of  entry  to  the  sandwich  course? 
Or  are  they  all  to  be  placed  in  hospitals 
in  the  area?  If  not.  and  students  scatter 
throughout  the  country  to  get  their  train- 
ing, are  the  resources  to  supervise  their 
training  adequate?  Can  the  tutors  or  the 
chairman  of  this  school  really  spare  the 
time?  Will  the  expense  not  be  too  great 
for  really  adequate  supervision? 

Those  are  some  of  the  questions  which 
come  to  mind  on  a  first  and  very  sketchy 
reading  of  the  subject.  No  doubt  they 
have  been  raised  before,  but  I  would  like 
to  hear  the  answers  before  I  would  give 
this  scheme  my  unqualified  blessing.  A 
sandwich  is  no  good  to  me  if  the  filling 
between  the  slices  is  wrong. 

Victory  for  what  ? 

The  president  of  the  Society,  Mr  Darling, 
is  quoted  as  saying,  on  hearing  the  result 
of  the  decision  of  the  court  on  resale  price 
maintenance,  "This  is  a  rebuff  to  the 
supermarkets."  Quite  so,  but  it  gives  the 
impression  that  the  case  was  fought  in  the 
courts  between  the  supermarkets  and  the 
drug  industry,  instead  of  the  case  being 
brought  by  the  registrar.  The  decision  was 
a  victory  for  commonsense.  and  respon- 
sible attitudes  to  medicines,  and  was  not 
directly  a  rebuff  to  anyone.  As  president, 
Mr  Darling  will  have  to  be  very  careful 
in  his  choice  of  language,  and  this,  no 
doubt,  he  appreciates.  These  remarks  are 
certainly  not  intended  as  a  rebuff  to  him.

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Population  control  high 
on  MRC  research  list 


Population  control  and  drug  dependence 
(including  smoking)  are  two  of  four 
priority  problems  for  which  the  Medical 
Research  Council  is  prepared  to  support 
work  in  the  universities. 

The  Council's  report  for  1969-70  says 
that  arterial  disease  and  mental  disorder 
are  the  other  major  problems.  According 
to  the  secretary,  Dr  J.  A.  B.  Gray,  the 
work  on  population  control  is  directed 
mainly  at  discovering  radically  new  prin- 
ciples, upon  which  new  methods  can  be 
based,  rather  than  the  trial  of  existing 
products.  A  study  of  the  prevalence  and 
mode  of  spread  in  the  community  of 
injectable  addictive  drugs  has  recently 
begun. 

Rifampicin  comes  in  for  mention  in 
several  parts  of  the  report.  Of  particular 
interest  for  future  development  is  the  dis- 
covery that  the  compound  inhibits  the 
growth  of  poxviruses  and  adenoviruses, 
which  opens  up  the  possibility  of  a 
rational  approach  to  the  treatment  of 
virus  diseases. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  mechanism 
of  the  antiviral  activity,  but  it  is  as  yet 
too  early  to  be  certain  whether  rifampicin 
or  related  derivatives  will  be  of  value  in 
viral  infections  in  man. 

Work  at  the  MRC  unit  for  laboratory 
studies  of  tuberculosis  on  the  "remark- 
ably" rapid  bactericidal  action  of 
rifampicin,  has  shown  that  the  compound 
completely  inhibits  the  incorporation  of 
uridine  into  the  RNA  of  tubercle  bacilli 
within  an  hour,  thus  preventing  RNA 
synthesis  and  consequently  multiplication 
of  bacilli.  Other  studies  have  shown 
rifampicin  to  be  far  more  effective  than 
any  other  drug  against  the  causitive  organ- 
ism of  leprosy,  and  trials  of  combined 
therapy  have  been  initiated. 

The  report  describes  the  introduction 
of  L-dopa  in  Parkinsonism  as  an  "inter- 
esting advance"  which  appears  to  relieve 
the  akinesia  that  has  hitherto  proved 
intractable.  Trials  at  five  centres  are 
designed  to  show  the  optimum  dose 
regimen,  the  effects  of  long-term  treat- 
ment, the  interaction  of  L-dopa  with  other 
drugs,  including  anticholinergic  agents, 
and  its  use  in  patients  who  have  already 
undergone  stereotactic  surgery.  "The 
results  of  each  trial  will  be  published  as 
soon  as  they  have  been  collected  and 
analysed,  in  view  of  the  urgent  need  to 
evaluate  this  form  of  therapy." 

The  clinical  endocrinology  unit  has  been 
able  to  demonstrate  that  anovulatory 
cycles  are  produced  by  large  doses  of  oral 
contraceptives,  that  suppression  of  ovula- 
tion in  the  presence  of  follicular  activity 
can  occur  when  smaller  doses  are  used, 
and  that  following  cessation  of  long-term 
medication,  the  cycles  rapidly  revert  to  an 
ovulatory  pattern.  The  unit  has  also 
studied  breast  cancers  to  find  out  which 
are  hormone-dependent  in  the  hope  that 
some  guidance  can  be  given  on  thera- 
peutic regimens. 


Commenting  on  research  into  the  link 
between  the  downward  trend  in  asthma 
mortality  since  warnings  were  issued 
about  the  use  of  pressurised  aerosols,  the 
report  says  that  the  MRC  committee  on 
deaths  from  asthma  has  concluded  that 
the  precise  cause  of  sudden  death  from 
asthma  remains  obscure  in  many  cases. 
"Its  view  is  that  factors  other  than  pos- 
sible overdosage  from  the  drug  isoprena- 
line,  which  is  used  in  pressured  aerosols, 
appears  to  be  involved.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  intensive  study  of  patients 
suffering  from  status  asthmaticus.  where 
intense  breathlessness  may  persist  for 
many  hours  or  days,  could  contribute 
towards  understanding  of  why  sudden 
death  may  occur  in  asthmatics." 

Critical  assessment  of  the  treatment  of 
some  forms  of  renal  disease  is  being  pro- 
moted by  the  Council.  A  controlled  trial 
involving  immuno-suppressive  agents, 
azathioprine  and  steroids,  produced  no 
evidence  of  therapeutic  effect,  but  further 
trials  are  planned,  using  cyclophospha- 
mide and  heparin  separately  and  in  com- 
bination, and  indomethacin. 

The  industrial  injuries  and  burns  unit 
has  investigated  the  relative  importance 
of  different  routes  in  infection,  and  the 
efficacy  of  methods  of  prevention  and 
treatment.  Separation  of  different  com- 
ponents  of  the   toxins   of  Pseudomonas

The  concept  of  alpha-  and  beta-adren- 
ergic receptors  led  to  valuable  develop- 
ments in  cardiac  therapeutics  with  the 
introduction  of  /3-adrenergic  blocking 
agents.  In  angina  and  cardiac  arrhythmias 
these  agents  protect  the  heart  from  exces- 
sive response  to  adrenergic  stimuli  asso- 
ciated with  either  physical  or  emotional 
stress. 

By  lowering  the  sympathetic  drive,  the 
load  on  a  possibly  weakened  heart  muscle 
is  reduced,  and  the  oxygen-wasting  effort 
to  respond  to  the  excessive  stimulus  is 
avoided. 

It  follows  that  /3-adrenergic  blockade 
may  cause  a  reduction  in  cardiac  output, 
but  oxprenolol  has  a  mild,  selective  stimu- 
lating action  on  the  myocardium  that 
assists  in  the  maintenance  of  a  normal  or 
near-normal  cardiac  output.  Thus  the  drug 
both  reduces  excessive  response  to  sym- 
pathetic stimulus,  and  maintains  a  more 
balanced  physiological  state  of  the  myo- 
cardium.

aeruginosa  has  led  to  the  development  of 
a  promising  new  vaccine  for  the  preven- 
tion of  infection  with  this  organism. 

In  the  radiobiology  unit,  work  has  con- 
tinued on  the  development  of  low-polymer 
alginates,  which  as  a  dietary  supplement 
have  a  marked  effect  in  reducing  the  up- 
take of  strontium  from  the  diet,  without 
at  the  same  time  significantly  affecting 
the  uptake  of  calcium.  Clinical  trials  of 
an  alginate  preparation  developed  in  the 
unit  are  now  in  progress. 

A  technique  considered  to  have  "great 
potentialities"  is  the  use  of  nuclear  mag- 
netic resonance  to  study  the  behaviour  of 
drugs,  in  particular  the  mobility  of  the 
molecules.  It  can  also  throw  light  on  the 
environment  of  the  molecules  and  the 
way  in  which  they  are  bound  to  receptors. 

Molecular  biology  techniques  are  being 
used  to  study  transmissible  drug  resistance 
in  bacteria.  A  group  at  the  molecular 
genetics  unit  has  been  studying  how  the 
virus-like  elements  of  DNA  (sex 
factors),  which  spread  the  reistance,  repro- 
duce themselves.  Already  nine  different 
genes  necessary  for  transfer  and  at  least 
one  required  for  reproduction,  have  been 
identified. 

The  role  of  insulin  in  glucose  meta- 
bolism has  been  studied  in  the  metabolic 
reactions  unit,  and  it  has  been  established 
that  insulin  is  specifically  concerned  with 
the  production  in  muscle  of  glycogen, 
and  not  with  the  transport  of  glucose  in 
general.

poxy)  acetanilide;  practolol;  ICI  50,172. 

The  discovery  that  dichloroisoprenaline 
had  a  selective  action  in  blocking  ji- 
adreno receptor  sites  initiated  a  period  of 
intensive  research  into  the  synthesis  of 
clinically  useful  compounds.  Several  sub- 
stances were  introduced  into  therapeutics 
in  the  hope  that  in  angina  and  certain 
cardiac  irregularities,  the  /3-adrenergic 
blockade  would  inhibit  excessive  cardiac 
reponse  to  stress,  and  reduce  the  oxygen 
requirement  of  the  myocardium. 

Some  of  the  early  compounds  had  dis- 
advantages that  limited  their  clinical  value, 
but  practolol  represents  a  distinct  advance, 
as  it  possesses  to  a  high  degree  a  selective 
action  in  blocking  cardiac  /3-receptor  sites. 
Unlike  many  earlier  compounds,  practolol 
has  no  direct  depressant  action  on  the  myo- 
cardium, so  that  it  has  little  effect  on 
cardiac  output.  Ordinary  dosage  does  not 
influence  the  /3-receptors  in  the  bronchial 
tract,  and  in  asthmatic  patients,  respiratory 
function  is  unlikely  to  be  affected.

me  as  a  result  of  the  national  dock 
rike.  So  much  of  the  spot  stocks  are 
eld  in  warehouses  affected  by  the  strike 
nd  so  far  as  futures  are  concerned 
uyers  are  not  prepared  to  commit  them- 
lves  in  the  present  circumstances. 

In  any  case  most  of  the  big  users 
old  some  buffer  stocks  and  only  look 
>  the  market  for  replacements.  With  the 
olidays  getting  into  full  swing  this  is 
ormally  a  quiet  time  of  the  year  so  it 
,  fortuitous  that  the  strike  should  take 
lace  now  rather  than  in  the  winter. 

However,  if  the  strike  should  be  pro- 
snged,  circumstances  could  well  change 
nd  panic  buying,  absent  in  the  first  week, 
night  well  occur. 

Price  changes  during  the  week  were 
inusually  few  bearing  in  mind  the  diffi- 


cult trading  conditions.  In  crude  drugs, 
Canada  balsam  at  34s  6d  spot  and  34s  cif 
was  again  dearer.  Cochineal  was  nominal 
in  all  positions.  Because  of  the  disastrous 
earthquake  the  Peruvian  new  crop  usually 
shipped  by  now  is  not  being  quoted  before 
September  and  it  will  be  at  least  two 
months  after  that  before  stocks  will  arrive 
here.

In  essential  oils  lemongrass  was  down 
by  one  shilling  lb  forward  and  Brazilian 
peppermint  advanced  by  threepence.

Indian  drug  imports  move 

All  basic  drugs,  imported  through  the 
State  Trading  Corporation,  which  are  be- 
ing produced  by  the  state-owned  Indian 
Drugs  &  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  (IDPL),  will 
be  distributed  by  them  according  to  Mr 
Jagjit  Singh,  chairman  of  IDPL.  The  drugs 
will  be  sold  at  the  pooled  prices. 

Out  of  the  16  drugs  for  which  the 
Government  has  evolved  the  new  price 
formula,  a  number  including  sulphadia- 
zine,  streptomycin,  tetracyclines,  chloro- 
quin,  tolbutamide  and  tetanus  antitoxin, 
will  be  allowed  to  be  imported  on  the 
ground  that  domestic  production  is  not 
adequate.  In  addition,  imports  of  drugs 
like  vitamin  B,.,  vitamin  C,  penicillin, 
chloramphenicol,  insulin,  INH  and  PAH 
will  continue.

In  considering  promotional  planning  the 
chemist  will  be  well  advised  to  keep  up- 
to-date  on  the  advertising  for  major  tooth- 
paste brands,  details  of  which  are  given 
in  the  Chemist  &  Druggist.  In  addition, 
il  will  be  to  his  advantage  to  be  well  in- 
formed of  manufacturers'  trade  deals  and 
promotional  support. 

For  instance,  the  current  Macleans 
toothpaste  free-storage-set  offer,  featured 
on  all  sizes  of  packs,  typifies  promotions 
aimed  at  increasing  volume  sales  of  tooth- 
paste by  retailers.  This  offer  is  designed  to 
stimulate  initial  purchase  by  the  consumer 


At  John  Maclean  (Chemist)  Ltd,  Cumnock,  Ayrshire,  the  connection  between  the 
name  of  the  shop  and  the  toothpaste  brand  has  more  than  once  been  featured  in 
window  displays  of  the  product  at  promotional  prices.  Recently  a  complete  window 
featured  several  toiletries — including  Macleans  toothpaste — at  reduced  prices,  with 
the  central  theme  "Macleans  for  value" 


and  subsequently  promote  repeat  purchase 
through  the  "collectability"  of  free  kitchen 
storage  jars. 

Linked  with  this  and  similar  promotions 
are  highly  attractive  trade  terms  offered 
to  chemists  ordering  reasonable  quantities. 
At  such  trade  prices  chemists  are  offered 
margins  within  which  they  can  provide 
their  customers  with  substantial  cuts  on 
the  normal  recommended  prices. 

Another  type  of  national  consumer 
offer  which  proved  highly  successful  as  a 
means  of  stimulating  high  volume  sales 
was  the  recent  Macleans  3s-off  hair  spray 
coupon  offer.  This  gave  shoppers,  buying 
a  pack  of  Macleans  toothpaste,  a  coupon 
which  entitled  them  to  a  3s  reduction 
on  the  customary  price  when  purchasing 
Silvikrin  hair  spray. 

Again,  this  consumer  promotion  was 
linked  with  trade  terms  advantageous  to 
the  chemist  staging  his  own  special  re- 
duced price  promotions. 

By  taking  advantage  of  favourable  trade 
discounts,  chemists  can  reduce  their  pro- 
fit margins  to,  say,  18  per  cent  or  even 
lower,  to  build  volume  sales  and  conse- 
quently substantial  returns. 

Pharmacists  who  have  accepted  the  fact 
that  toiletries  represent  an  opportunity  for 
producing  a  sizeable  income  through  vol- 
ume turnover  have  found  that  excellent 
results  can  be  gained  by  working  to  a 
promotional  programme.  The  programme, 
planned  in  advance,  allows  for  the  seasonal 
peaks  for  such  items  as  shampoos  and 
hair  sprays  during  the  summer  months. 
Toothpaste  is  suitable  for  promotion  by 
pharmacists  at  regular  intervals  from 
lanuary  to  December. 

Promotions,  with  toothpaste  at  attrac- 
tively reduced  prices,  should  be  effectively 
merchandised.  By  attractive  window  dis- 
plays customer  traffic  can  be  increased, 
and  free-standing  product  displays  may  be 
used  to  stimulate  profitable  volume  sales. 
In  the  photograph  accompanying  this 
article  one  method  successfully  used  by  a 
chemist  is  illustrated. 

In  speaking  of  his  toothpaste  promo- 
tional activity  a  retail  pharmacist  at  Seven 
Kings  recently  reported:  "Without  regular 
promotions  I  would  be  lucky  to  sell  much 
more  than  36  packs  a  month  of  any  one 
of  the  main  products.  By  regularly  fea- 
turing the  major  brands  in  promotions  I 
achieve  sales  of  at  least  twelve  times  this 
amount — as  I  did  during  recent  Madeans 
toothpaste  promotion." 
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SELLING  SENSE 


Slock  right,  display  right  and  you'll  sell,  say  Colgate-Palmolive 


Although  chemists  are  not  like  ordinary 
retailers,  they  are  in  business  to  make  a 
profit — which  means  maximising  sales. 

Recent  surveys,  however,  indicate  that 
much  of  the  business  they  previously  en- 
joyed has  been  lost  to  the  self-service  gro- 
cery and  multiples.  Take  toothpaste,  for 
example;  ten  years  ago  one-third  of  tooth- 
paste purchases  were  made  in  pharmacies. 
Today  this  is  estimated  to  be  as  low  as 
one  fifth;  and  some  marketing  experts  put 
it  as  low  as  one  sixth,  and  this  is  in  a 
market  worth  over  £20  million.  Nor  has 
the  downward  trend  ended:  in  1969  it  is 
estimated  that  chemists  lost  a  further  2 
per  cent  of  the  market. 

Yet  logically  the  pharmacy,  where  tooth- 
paste can  be  associated  with  other  oral 


hygiene  products  such  as  tooth  brushes, 
denture  cleaners,  dental  fixatives,  and 
mouth  washes,  is  the  ideal  place  for  sales. 

Why.  then,  is  the  average  chemist  los- 
ing out?  There  is  no  clear  reason,  but 
there  are  several  contributory  factors, 
some  of  which  are  given  here  with  sug- 
gestions to  help  recapture  those  lost  sales. 

First,  customers  cannot  be  expected  to 
remember  or  even  know  about  all  of  the 
hundreds  of  items  available.  So  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  more  important  brands 
can  be  clearly  seen.  Most  manufacturers 
supply  special  display  units  for  this  pur- 
pose and  they  will  be  willingly  delivered 
and  erected  in-store  by  the  company's 
sales  representative. 

Range  rationalisation  is  important,  too.

"I  genuinely  wish  everyone  in  the  country 
had  an  automatic  toothbrush-and  that  they 
used  it  at  least  twice  a  day." 

When  a  chief  dental  officer  and  lec- 
turer in  child  dental  health  at  a  London 
dental  school  said  that  to  a  Ronson  inter- 
viewer recently,  he  also  explained  that  the 
automatic  brush  had  a  large  part  to  play 
in  the  prevention  of  tooth  decay  and  gum 
disease.

□  It  helps  to  clean  teeth  thoroughly  and 
correctly — without  skill  and  without  long, 
hard  work.

If  makes  sense  to  give  priority  to  faster 
selling  lines  where  capital  is  turned  over 
more  quickly,  generating  a  greater  return 
on  investment.  Products  in  small  demand 
must  be  rigorously  controlled,  although 
most  chemists  will  wish  to  have  some 
available  for  customers. 

Priority  should  be  given  to  the  faster 
selling  brands  when  considering  shelf  allo- 
cation also.  For  example,  Colgate  Dental 
Cream,  the  market  leader  which  accounts 
for  almost  30  per  cent  of  toothpaste  sales, 
should  receive  30  per  cent  of  the  shelf 
space  allocated  to  toothpaste. 

It  also  makes  sense  to  take  full  advan- 
tage of  the  regular  promotions  mounted 
by  the  leading  manufacturers.  These  can 
make  you  just  as  competitive  as  the  super- 
markets. True,  it  may  sometimes  be  neces- 
sary to  accept  a  drop  in  cash  margins,  but 
the  increased  turnover  will  normally  more 
than  cover  the  lower  unit  profit.  Not  only 
should  chemists  make  the  most  of  these 
opportunities,  but  they  must  ensure  that 
their  customers  know  about  them.  This 
means  using  the  special  display  material 
to  announce  the  details  in  store.  Shelf 
barkers,  counter  units  and  dump  bins  will 
all  stimulate  impulse  purchase. 

When  the  grocery  multiples  cut  their 
prices  they  take  good  care  that  everybody 
knows  about  it;  too  often  when  a  chemist 
makes  a  cut  his  customers  don't  even 
realise  it's  been  made! 

Related  item  promotions  are  profitable, 
too.  Toothpaste  and  toothbrushes  are  an 
excellent  example  and  Colgate-Palmolive 
in  particular  have  introduced  several  pro- 
motions of  this  kind  with  considerable 
success  in  recent  years. 

A  willingness  to  take  advantage  of  pro- 
motional offers  allied  to  adequate  point- 
of-sale  publicity  should  also  encourage 
local  customers  to  bring  in  coupons.  Cou- 
pon drops  are  successful  overall  but  90 
per  cent  are  redeemed  via  the  grocery 
trade  because  customers  think  coupons 
will  be  unwelcome  with  chemists.  (Are 
they?)  This  factor  alone  represents  a  tre- 
mendous loss  to  chemists. 

Finally,  have  confidence  in  your  repre- 
sentative. Allow  him  to  check  his  products 
to  prevent  out-of-stock  situations,  maintain 
correct  stock  levels  and  ensure  correct 
stock  rotation  so  as  to  avoid  out-of-date 
packs  and  offers.  He  is  highly  experienced 
and  skilled  at  this  task,  for  it  is  his  normal 
role  in  grocery  outlets. 

Toothpaste  is  purchased  regularly  by  the 
majority  of  housewives;  it  is  a  "bread- 
and-butter"  product.  As  such  it  requires 
combative  tactics  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
dependent chemist  to  stop  the  growing 
influence  of  other  outlets.  Chemists  can 
get  the  terms  and  manufacturer  support 
which  will  allow  them  to  compete  effec- 
tively with  the  supermarkets. 

What  is  required  is  aggressive  sales  pro- 
motion to  make  the  most  of  the  oppor- 
tunities. Manufacturers  are  anxious  to 
help.  It  is  now  up  to  the  chemist. 
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Mrs  Fletcher. 
The  latest  addition  to  the 
Efferdent  sales  force.

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Few  would  dispute  the  belief  that  onto- 
logically,  all  pleasures  begin  in  the 
mouth.  Certainly  a  child  in  his  early  stage 
of  development  is  orientated  around  his 
gastro-intestinal  tract,  of  which  the 
mouth  is  the  presenting  organ.  Feeding 
and  sucking  are  highly  pleasurable  until 
the  child's  teeth  start  erupting,  when 
the  mouth,  until  then  a  site  of  pleasure 
and  delight,  becomes  armed  with  hard 
teeth,  painfully  boring  through  the  gums. 

In  an  adult,  the  enjoyment  of  food 
begins  in  the  mouth  and  a  healthy  state 
of  the  oral  cavity  is  essential  for  food 
appreciation.  A  healthy  mouth  is  most 
important  for  a  confident  smile  and  good 
appearance,  but  it  is  invaluable  as  an 
organ  of  the  unique  attribute  belonging 
to  the  human  species;  speech  and  lan- 
guage. Maintenance  of  a  healthy  mouth 
is  based  on  conservation  of  teeth  and  the 
prevention  of  periodontal  disease  of 
gums. 

Caries  of  teeth  is  a  disease  of  civiliza- 
tion and  its  diet.  While  the  inhabitants 
of  Tristan  de  Cunha  Island  could  boast 
freedom  from  dental  caries  some  thirty 
years  ago.  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Royal  Naval  Air  Station  during  the  last 
War  and  with  the  introduction  of  ferment- 
able carbohydrates,  the  disease  became 
prevalent     in     the     native  population. 

In  Britain,  the  disease  is  widespread 
but  varies  in  individuals  and  in  some 
areas  seems  less  frequent  than  in  others. 
These  differences  are  traced  to  variable 
factors  playing  a  part  in  the  etiology  of 
the  disease,  namely,  tooth  structure,  diet 
and  regular  maintenance  of  oral  hygiene. 
Teeth  should  erupt  in  good  condition 
except  for  metabolic  disturbances  prior 
to  eruption,  dietary  deficiency  or  early 
intrauterine  disease  of  the  foetus. 

It  has  been  noted  recently  that  even 
an  ordinary  diet  may  have  an  influence 
on  caries  susceptibility  which  predates 
the  eruption  of  the  teeth.  A  high  sucrose 
diet  of  the  mother  during  pregnancy  or 
during  the  first  few  months  of  postnatal 
life  increases  caries  susceptibility  in  ex- 
perimental animals. 

Teeth  and  the  fluoride  ion 

Compactness  of  dentine  and  hardness  of 
the  enamel,  the  hard  glossy  outside  layer 
of  the  tooth,  is  dependent  on  the  content 
of  fluoride  ion  in  the  drinking  water.  The 
optimum  concentration  of  fluoride  is  1 
part  per  million  and  produces  enamel 
which  is  highly  resistant  to  caries.  The 
effect  of  fluoride  is  not  confined  to  child- 
ren but  continues  into  middle  age. 

Extensive  studies  in  areas  where  the 
drinking  water  contains  fluoride,  either 
naturally  or  artificially,  have  contributed 
evidence  of  the  value  of  the  fluoride  ion 
in  caries  prevention.  While  administration 
of  sodium  fluoride  through  salt,  milk  and 
other  food  vehicles  had  been  considered, 
water  fluoridation  as  a  community  health 
procedure  is  the  most  effective,  safe  and 
ethical  method  of  reducing  caries. 

It  has  now  been  firmly  established  that 
only  certain  fermentable  carbohydrate 
foods  have  a  high  cariogenic  potential, 
sucrose  being  the  worst  culprit.  Rampant 
dental  caries  in  children  were  shown  to 


be  related  to  sucrose  consumption,  par- 
ticularly when  given  in  comforters.  The 
continuous  persuasion  of  children  and 
their  parents  that  eating  sweets,  toffees 
and  other  sucrose  containing  snacks 
between  meals,  should  be  prohibited,  still 
stands  high  in  the  ranks  of  dental  health 
education  measures. 

While  fluoridation  of  water  can  easily 
be  practised  as  a  community  health  pro- 
cedure, fermentable  sugars  such  as 
sucrose  cannot  be  entirely  eliminated 
from  our  diet.  Synthetic  sweeteners  could 
replace  sugar  in  a  minimal  way  but  the 
Western  hemisphere  inhabitants  will 
always  require  the  "instant"  palatable 
calorie  value  obtainable  from  sugar. 
Nevertheless,  baby  foods  should  be  pre- 
pared without  sucrose  and  at  the  same 
time  addition  of  dicalcium-phosphate 
(observed  to  reduce  cariogenic  properties 
of  sucrose)  could  be  used  as  a  constituent 
of  supplementary  diets. 

Dental  plaque 

Dental  caries  starts  underneath  the  dental 
plaque,  a  soft  concentrated  sticky  mass  of 
bacteria,  mainly  streptococci,  mixed  with 
a  certain  amount  of  cellular  debris  in  a 
mucopolysacharide  base  largely  composed 
of  dextran.  Dextran,  a  sticky  and  tena- 
cious substance,  is  directly  responsible 
for  the  persistence  of  the  dental  plaque. 
Bacteria  produce  acid  through  fermenta- 
tion of  dietary  sugar;  the  richer  the  diet 
in  sugar,  the  lower  the  pu  under  the 
dental  plaque  and  the  greater  the 
destruction  of  the  tooth  enamel. 

Bacterial  growth  in  a  dextran-contain- 
ing  plaque  can  be  found  in  areas  between 
teeth  at  the  base  of  the  teeth-crowns  and 
gum  junction. 

The  brushing  of  teeth  is  the  most 
accepted  method  of  removing  dental 
plaque.  In  addition  to  partial  dispersion 
of  the  plaque,  the  tooth  brush  prevents 
and  eliminates  gingivitis  (inflammation  of 
the  gums)  and  reduces  calculus  formation, 
which,  in  turn,  lead  to  disease  of  gums. 

While  at  one  time  it  was  believed  that  a 
short-headed  nylon  toothbrush  with  two 
rows  of  six  tufts  was  most  effective  in 
plaque  removal,  new  investigation  into 
cleansing  properties  of  different  types  of 
brushes  has  shown  that  among  a  choice 
of  conventional  types,  the  brush  with  the 
highest  number  of  filaments  was  most 
effective.  Teeth  should  be  brushed  for 
2-3  minutes  at  least  and  attention  should 
be  paid  to  the  back  teeth,  which  are 
usually  less  well  brushed.  Cleaning  with 
electrically  powered  tooth  brushes  pro- 
ducing different  kinds  of  movement,  has 
shown  that  less  time  is  required  with 
these  brushes  to  achieve  the  same  result. 

While  opinions  vary  regarding  the  most 
suitable  movement  for  a  toothbrush, 
through  modifying  the  hand  position  one 
can  achieve  the  same  result  and  most 
areas  can  be  reached.  A  mains  operated 
toothbrush  is  preferable  to  a  battery 
powered  one.  Hard  bristles,  whether 
natural  or  synthetic,  are  almost  identical 
in  their  effectiveness. 

While  adequate  tooth  cleaning  can  be 
obtained  by  using  a  toothbrush  only, 
brushing  with  toothpaste  reduces  the  time 
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required  for  thorough  cleaning  by  30-50 
per  cent.  Dentifrices  differ  from  one 
another  by  chemical  composition.  Their 
base  usually  contains  abrasives  such  as 
dicalcium  pyrophosphate,  insoluble 
sodium  metaphosphate,  dicalcium  phos- 
phate or  calcium  carbonate,  while  differ- 
ent active  agents  are  usually  added.  The 
active  agent  may  be  one  of  the  following: 
stannous  fluoride,  sodium  monofluoro- 
phosphate, stannous  pyrophosphate,  stron- 
tium chloride  or  carbamide. 

Of  the  dentifrice  additives  which 
deserve  a  special  mention  are  some 
fluoride  compounds.  A  number  of  trials 
have  proved  the  dental  caries  preventive 
value  of  toothbrushing  with  dentifrice 
containing  sodium  monofluorophosphate 
(0'76  per  cent)  or  stannous  fluoride  (0'4 
per  cent).  However,  the  stannous  fluoride- 
containing  dentifrices  are  occasionally 
associated  with  greater  teeth  staining  than 
those  containing  sodium  monofluorophos- 
phate. Amine  fluoride-containing  denti- 
frices seem  to  have  a  good  caries  pre- 
ventive effect. 

Generally,  when  choosing  a  toothpaste, 
the  most  sensible  approach  is  to  select 
one  the  flavour  and  texture  of  which  one 
likes  best  and  which  gives  the  best  value 
for  money  in  terms  of  weight. 

Rinsing  or  forcing  water  pressure,  with 
water  toothpick  devices,  is  of  value  merely 
in  removing  food  debris  but  seems  ineffec- 
tive in  dispersing  plaque. 

Caries  prevention 

Owing  to  the  wide  spread  of  dental  health 
education,  there  has  been  some  improve- 
ment in  oral  hygiene.  It  is  hoped  that 
fluoridation  of  the  water  supply  will 
become  a  generally  accepted  health 
measure  and  will  increase  caries  resistance 
in  the  population.  Continuous  research  is 
in  progress  about  new  methods  of  dental 
caries  prevention. 

Since  the  identification  of  cariogenic 
streptococci  as  the  main  micro-organism 
inducing  dental  caries,  the  possibility  of 
developing  a  vaccine  against  the  bacteria 
has  been  tested  on  experimental  animals. 
The  results  of  these  experiments  are 
highly  encouraging. 

Another  pathway  which  researchers  are 
pursuing  at  present  is  the  use  of  dextra- 
nase  in  plaque  removal.  The  tenacious 
and  sticky  constituent  of  the  dental 
plaque,  dextran,  even  with  the  most  vigor- 
ous toothbrushing  is  not  easily  removed. 
Dextranase  (an  enzyme  produced  by  a 
mould  of  the  Pencillium  group)  prevents 
the  formation  of  dextran  when  added  to 
a  suspension  of  saliva  with  sucrose.  The 
practical  application  of  dextranase  is  still 
under  investigation  but  one  can  envisage 
its  use  either  as  an  additive  in  sweets  or 
perhaps  as  an  active  ingredient  of  den- 
tifrice and  mouthwash. 

Discussion  about  oral  hygiene  would  be 
incomplete  should  one  ignore  the  tooth- 
less. In  1968,  a  survey  carried  out  in 
England  and  Wales  showed  that  36  8  per 
cent  of  adults  aged  16  years  and  over  had 
no  natural  teeth.  The  percentage  increas- 
ed to  6'36  per  cent  in  those  of  64  years 
old  and  over. 

Most  edentulous  people  are  armed  with 


dentures  of  which  good  care  must  be 
taken  in  order  to  maintain  oral  hygiene. 
Dentures  must  be  regularly  cleaned  and 
sterilised.  They  should  not  be  worn  at 
night  but  must  be  left  soaking  in  a  cleans- 
ing solution.  If  partial  dentures  are  used, 
it  is  extremely  important  that  the  natural 
teeth  be  kept  scrupulously  clean.  The 
removal  of  food  debris  from  teeth  by 
artificial  measures  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary. The  denture  should  be  brushed  with 
an  appropriate  brush  and  ordinary  soap 
should  be  used,  as  dentifrice  is  too 
abrasive.  A  denture  cleaner  containing 
perborate  or  another  source  of  oxygen 
should  be  used  twice  per  week. 

Denture  sores 

Denture-sore-mouth  (denture  stomatitis) 
is  often  associated  with  infection  by  Can- 
dida organisms,  a  fungus  which  gets  hold 
of  dental  plate  pressure  points  after  ad- 
ministration of  antibiotics.  This  may  be 
found  commonly  in  elderly  debilitated 
people  treated  with  tetracyclines  for 
bronchitis.  They  develop  severe  denture 
stomatitis  despite  proper  denture  care. 

Invariably,  they  are  referred  by  their 
doctor  to  a  dentist  who.  in  turn,  investi- 
gates the  dentures,  often  carries  out  un- 
necessary adjustments  and  at  times  advises 
a  new  set.  The  condition  can  easily  be 
treated  by  withdrawing  tetracyclines, 
painting  the  ulcerated  areas  3-4  times  a 
day  with  a  fungicidal  solution  (the 
simplest  is  gentian  violet  1:150  aqueous), 
advising  the  patient  to  eat  good  food, 
get  plenty  of  rest  and  have  a  stimulating 
change — in  short,  a  good  holiday. 

Public  appreciation  of  the  value  of 
dental  health  has  vastly  improved  during 
this  century.  The  standard  of  health  edu- 
cation in  favour  of  oral  hygiene  already 
achieved  and  the  increased  awareness  of 
how  important  it  is  to  keep  one's  teeth 
for  life,  should  be  credited  to  dental  prac- 
titioners and  their  steadily  improving  ser- 
vice of  early  detection  and  conservative 
treatment  of  dental  caries.  Yet,  a  great 
role  in  the  oral  hygiene  propaganda  has 
been  played  by  the  manufacturers  of  den- 
tifrices and  toothbrushes,  who  are  con- 
cerned with  application  of  new  know- 
ledge, marketing  of  improved  products 
and  giving  support  to  research  in  the 
dental  health  field.  They  have  contributed 
in  a  great  measure  to  the  appreciation  of 
a  healthy  mouth. 
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You  can  help  to  save 
this  child  a  lot  of  toothache.
